Frances Xavier Cambrini 
(patroness of immigrants) and 
not long after she became 
pregnant,” giving birth to their 
only child. “She always 
credited St. Frances,” he said. 

In fact, she carried in her 
wallet for the rest of her life a 
small St. Frances medal. 
“Everywhere we went, she 
would say, ‘That is my son, 
Father Tom the priest,’” he 
said. 

In later years, Mrs. 
Lombardi would learn that she 
only had half of one 
functioning ovary. 

Mrs. Lombardi, 91, died 
Dec. 27, 2004. 

The Lombardis lived near 
Cedar Canyons, and had a 
“happy and good” home life, 
Lombardi said. When he 
started high school, his stay-at- 
home mother went to work at 
Bishop Dwenger High School 
as an assistant librarian. 
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“She was not trained as a 
librarian and had no degree,’ 
Lombardi said, but she learned 
from experience. She went on 
to work for the Fort Wayne 
Public Library and was a 
“traveling librarian,” going to 
a different parochial school 
each day. Still later, she began 
the children’s library story 


hour. 


After her son’s ordination, 
she went to work for the Fort 
Wayne-South Bend Diocese 
office of religious education 
media center and library. 

When Lombardi became a 
pastor, his then-widowed 
mother moved in with him. 

“She reveled in being a part 
of what I was involved with, 
and she was proud of being my 
housekeeper,” he said. “She 
was proud to be able to do that, 
so that I could do the work that 
I was to be about.”

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Caring nurse touched many lives’

Evelyn Elizabeth George, 
known to many as “Little 
Evelyn” or “Dr. Evelyn,’ 
touched hundreds — some 
would argue thousands — of 
lives during more than half a 
century as an aide and 
assistant to Dr. Fox, D.D.S., 
Dr. Harlan V. Hippensteel Jr., 
M.D., and Dr. Mark Souder, 
M.D. 

She never married or had 
children of her own, but 
throughout her life George 
served as a mother, friend, 
adviser and confidante to three 
generations of people who 
-came to know and love her. 
George’s integrity, empathy 
and love of mankind knew no 
bounds. She was small in 
stature — barely 5 feet tall — 
but big in heart. 

George started work during 
World War II as a secretary at 
International Harvester. She 
joined the Fox dental office in 
Auburn during the early 1950s, 
then moved on to work 
alongside Dr. Hippensteel, 
where she stayed for more than 
50 years. 

Hippensteel trained George 
in routine medical procedures 
and pharmacology. Intelligent 
and observant, George quickly 
became a favorite source for 
people seeking medical 
treatment and advice. 

“Dr. Hippensteel once told 
me-that Aunt Evelyn knew as 
much as he did,’ remembers 
. George’s nephew, Steven 
“Stevie G” Roberts. “He said 
he trusted her completely.” 

When Hippensteel died in 
March 2003, George found 
herself without a job for the 
first time in her life. 

Her close friend, Phyllis 
Poff, an attorney in Auburn, 
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Evelyn George as a young 
woman 


recalls that George went to the 
unemployment office to file for 
compensation. 

“She was the oldest 
employee they had seen who 
had lost her job. Evelyn said 
she told them she had been 
working for the doctor for 50 
years,” Poff said with a laugh. 
“The unemployment people 
didn’t know what to do with 
her.” 

George barely had time to 
collect unemployment — she 
soon was offered another job, 
this time working in the office 
of Dr. Mark Souder in Grabill. 

George continued to work 
up until the day she had a 
stroke on Dec. 10, 2004. She 
died a month later on Jan. 11, 
2005. She was 81 years old. 

“She never missed a day of 
work,” said Ellen (Hippen- 
steel) Hefty, Dr. Hippensteel’s 
daughter and a nurse who 
worked alongside George in 
her father’s office for many 
years. “She was never late and, 
in the beginning, would work 
from early morning until 8 or 9 
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at night. She was always 
impeccably dressed in crisp, 
white uniforms with spotless 
white shoes.” 

Jane Ann George, George’s 
niece, also remembers how her 
aunt worked late but still found 
time to care for and spend time 
with her extended family. 

“T was just a little girl and 
Aunt Evelyn was like a mother 
to all of us (nieces and 
nephews). I would call and 
call, waiting for her to get 
home and then beg her to come 
and visit,’ said Jane Ann. 
“Many times she would get 


‘home from work late in the 
evening, put on her pajamas 


and drive out and visit with 
us.” 

From beginning to end, 
Evelyn George was a caretaker. 
Her mother, Blanche (Grogg) 
George, died when Evelyn was 
just 9 years old. George’s 
father, Walter George, was a 
Navy man, out to sea and 
absent from the home much of 
the time. He too, died young, 
leaving Evelyn to help care for 
her siblings, Jim and Ginnie. 

Many years later, when 
George’s sister became ill with 
cancer, George moved Ginnie 
into her home on Fourth Street 
in Auburn. George would go 
home from work at noon to 
check on Ginnie, fix her lunch 
and tend to her medical needs. 

George doted on her family, 
taking nieces and nephews on 
vacations and to museums and 
amusement parks, where Jane 
Ann remembers, “She insisted 
on riding all the rides.” 

George never wavered in 
offering her nieces, nephews, 
siblings and other members of 
the family financial and 
emotional support throughout 
their lifetimes. And George 
was just as caring and compas- 


sionately involved with her 
friends’ and patients’ lives. 

Whenever she could find 
spare time, George loved to 
read and travel. She took 
several trips, including one to- 
Europe with Poff. They first 
met when Poff had a law office 
in the same building as Dr. 
Fox. Both were single, 
working women and . they 
instantly hit it off. 

“We began going out to eat 
together, and I would take her 
to my family’s house for 
dinner. She became another 
member of my family. It was 
rare to have a family get- 
together that did not include 
Evelyn,” said Poff. — 

“She was just a wonderful 
person. I never heard her say a 
bad word about anyone,’ said 
Poff. 

George had a ready laugh, a 
sharp mind, honest humility 
and overwhelming compassion 
for humanity. In the 16 years 
Hefty worked at George’s side, 
she never heard George say a 
single curse word or make a 
vulgar remark. 

“She made this world a 
better and more friendly place 
for all,’ said nephew Mik 
Roberts.

GARRETT — Divers found a Garrett man’s 
body in a private farm pond Wednesday night, at 
least 5 1/2 hours after he fell into the water. 

Larry A, DePew, 58, died in a pond at 0018 
CR. 52, just east of the~Noble County line, said 
Indiana Conservation Officer Rodney Clear. 

The Steuben County Underwater Rescue 
Recovery Team found DePew’s body about 40 
feet from the pond’s shore, in water 11 feet deep. 
He was about 12 feet from the end of a pier. 

“We believe the victim was fishing from the 
pier. Whether it was a medical condition that he 
ended up in the water, or he slipped and fell in the 
water, we're not sure of that information yet,”

Garrett man’s death appears to be accident*

GARRETT — An autopsy Thursday 
yielded no clues to why a Garrett man 
fell into a private pond and drowned 
Wednesday, said DeKalb County 
Coroner Richard Brown. 

Larry A. DePew, 58, drowned 
sometime between 7:30 a.m. and | p.m. 
Wednesday in a five-acre pond along 


C.R. 52, just east of the Noble County 
line, Conservation Officer Rodney Clear 
said Wednesday night. 

The autopsy did eliminate some 
possible reasons for DePew’s death, 
Brown said. 

“The apparent cause of death is going 
to be drowning. So far, we don’t have a 
medical cause that would have caused 
it,’ Brown said. 


“We’ve pretty much ruled out foul 
play. There wasn’t any trauma to the 
body that would suggest foul play,” the 
coroner added. 

However, Brown said, “We may not 
know why he ended up in the water,’ 
other than to rule the death an accident. 

The Steuben County Underwater 
Rescue Recovery Team found DePew’s 
body about 40 feet from shore, ih water 
11 feet deep. He was about 12 feet from 
the end of a pier, where he apparently 
was fishing, Clear said.

ANGOLA — Using her 
entreprenuerial skills and the 
avenues she had built as owner 
and operator of Gageview 
Orchard in Angola to come up 
with ways to bless others was 
the dominating strength of 
Barbara A. Hanselman.

KENDALLVILLE — Dale 
Eshelman remembered every 
joke he ever heard during his 
long career as a salesman, 
according to his daughter, 
Margaret Tarney Ewing. 

Even when he was a 
resident of the Provena Sacred 
Heart Home in Avilla suffering 
from Lewy bodies dementia, a 
form of dementia that shares 
characteristics with both 
Alzheimer's and Parkinson's 
diseases, he would tell those 
stories. 

“He would tell jokes 
whenever we visited,’ Ewing 
said, “except for the last six 
months, when he finally lost 
awareness.” Mr. Eshelman 
died Saturday, April 16, 2005, 
at the age of 93. 

“He had a story for every 
occasion, and could always get 
people to laugh,’ agreed 
longtime friend Ora Gisel. 
“Especially if there was any 
stress, as there sometimes 
would be at church meetings.” 
Both men were trustees of the 
First Evangelical United 
Brethren Church, now known 
as Faith United Methodist 
Church. 

The two friends were active 
members of the church, and 
Gisel recalled Mr. Eshelman 
came to Kendallville when 
Gisel was 8 or 9 years old. He 
married Harriet Prentice, who 
was a classmate and friend of 
Gisel’s sisters. 

In later years following 
World War II, both men partic- 
ipated in the church’s 
Christmas cantata. Gisel was a 
choir member and played 
King Herod; Mr. Eshelman 
(‘He couldn’t carry a tune in a 
basket,” Gisel said) was a 
Roman soldier. 


Ewing recalled that both 
she and her sister, Carol 
Ann, hada fit when they saw 
their father’s extremely hairy 
legs. 

“We told dad he looked like 
heck, and he should shave his 
legs,” Ewing laughed. He did, 
and later joked about how 
much his legs itched. 

Mrs. Eshelman was an 
organist and choir member, 
and Ewing recalled another 
occasion when her dad was to 
give readings between musical 
mumbers. 

Gisel, also laughing at the 
recollection, said Mr. 
Eshelman had trouble 
knowing when to begin 
reading, and during rehearsals 
would start before the choir 
was finished. 

“Harriet tied a rope around 
his ankle, and would give it a 
tug to give Dale his cue,” Gisel 
said. | 

Ewing said her dad actually 
could .sing, but was’ intimi- 
dated by his wife’s singing and 
musical abilities. She said he 
sang often while in the nursing 
home. 

“He could sing every verse 
of ‘I Don’t Know Why I Love 


-You Like I Do,’” Ewing said, 


“and he did pretty good!” 

Mr. Eshelman loved to fish, 
and Gisel remembered him 
bringing fish to the Gisel home 
during the Great Depression. 

‘He knew mother loved 
fish,” Gisel said, “but he would 
never take anything for them. 
He said that would be illegal.” 

‘Dad was as honest as the 
day is long, that is for sure,” 
Ewing agreed. “He always 
tithed, no matter how poor we 
were.

AUBURN Frank 
Bidlack loved people. And 
they loved him right back. Mr. 
Bidlack did not enter a room 
— he filled it with his 
presence. 

Large in stature, standing 6 
feet, 3 inches tall, Mr. Bidlack 
greeted everyone with a 
winning smile and firm 
handshake. He made friends 
instantly and treasured them 
forever. Many of those friends 
drove hours to attend his 
funeral after he died Monday, 
April 11, 2005, at the age of 
76. 

“Ooh, we loved Frank!” 
was the enthusiastic response 
of Steph Helgesen and co- 
workers at the Auburn Cord 
Duesenberg Festival office, 
when asked about Mr. Bidlack, 
who had volunteered as ACD 
Festival photographer for nine 
years before his death. 

“Frank would just stop by 
to say hello when there were 
no events to photograph. He 
was so fun, and we all loved it 
when he dropped by,” 
Helgesen said. 

For the past 18 years. all 
was not well with Mr. Bidlack, 
but he did not divulge details 
or complain about his life- 
threatening illnesses: His 
sense of humor never wavered, 
right up to the end, when — 
after a nurse kept asking 
questions as he lay in a drug- 
induced sleep — he suddenly 
awoke and asked his visitors, 
“Why is she asking me?” 

Mr. Bidlack suffered an 
abdominal aneurysm in 
October 1986 that paralyzed 
him and confined him to a 
wheelchair for the remainder 
of his life. He suffered from 
macular degeneration and was 

“legally blind. Last year, after 
being told he had prostate 
cancer, Mr. Bidlack underwent 
41 radiation treatments. 

Others might have given 
up, but not Mr. Bidlack. 

“Tt didn’t matter how badly 
he felt, he never let the outside 
world know about it,” said 
Joyce Bidlack, his wife of 55 
years. 

Sharon Fouke, volunteer 
coordinator at .the ACD 
Museum where Mr. Bidlack 
served as a tour guide for 18 
years, remembers him well. 

“I would be in the 
showroom and Frank would 
silently roll up behind me in

“Couldn't you hear me?” he 
would ask.

KENDALLVILLE — The 
first thing people noticed about 
Robert Thomas “Bob” Rider 
and his wife, Claribel, was 
what a handsome and friendly 
couple they were. Bob Rider, 
who died April 15, 2005, did 
not have any enemies, 
according to his longtime 
friend Jim 
Buchanan of 
Kendall- 
ville. 

“TI never 
ran into 
anyone who 
didn’t like ~ 
him,” said 
Rider’s 
friend of 25 
years. “He 
was a good person. He took 
care of his family and enjoyed 
life. He liked to have fun and 
laugh.” 

Rider’s sunny disposition 


Mr. Rider 


and positive attitude prevailed 


despite the fact that he had 
endured a_ torturous, life- 
changing experience when he 
was 22 years old. 

Rider, born in LaGrange 
County on Oct. 19, 1922, to 
James E. and Hazel J. (Steele) 
Rider, decided to join the U.S. 
Army Air Force at age 20. 

Two years later, on April 18, 


1944, Mr. Rider, a tailgunner, 


was aboard a B-17 Flying 
Fortress bomber along with a 
10-member crew flying a 
mission over Berlin, Germany, 
and was feeling good. 

He was one assignment 
away from completing his 25th 
mission — all the Air Force 


would allow before “retiring” 
combat flyers and sending 
them home — when his plane 
was shot down by the 
Germans. 

The pilot, a young man 
from Fort Wayne, was killed 
instantly. Mr. Rider parachuted 
out of the flaming plane and 
drifted about 20 miles from 
Berlin before he began making 
his descent. The Germans were 
waiting for him. Five soldiers 
grabbed him before his feet 
touched the ground: 

Rider and the other five 
survivors of the crew were 
separated, interrogated and 
kept in solitary confinement 
for 10 days. They received 
litt or no food, water or 
bedding. Later, they were 
transferred to a prisoner-of-war 
camp 30 miles from Vienna, 
Austria, in a town called 
Krems. 

Rider remained a prisoner 
of war for the next 13 months, 
until May 1945. What he 
remembered the most, he said 
in a 2001 interview, was being 
cold and hungry and without 
hope. . 
Rider — who had given up 
hope of ever getting out alive 
— sent one letter home and 
never wrote another. 

That winter of 1944-45 was 
one of the coldest and harshest 
on record. Rider and his 
cellmates had very few 
blankets or warm clothing. 
Food was scarce. They 
constantly battled cold and 
hunger. 

Rider passed the time by 
reading whatever he could get 
his hands on. It was in the 
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Bob Rider wears his U.S. 
Army Air Force uniform at 
the age of 20. 


POW camp that he first read 
the classic novel, “The Robe.” 
For the rest of his life, Rider 
would continue to proclaim it 
as one of the greatest books 
ever written. 

Five days before World War 
II officially ended, the 
Russians advanced and 
liberated Vienna. In _ the 
meantime, the | Germans 
secretly rounded up the 150 
prisoners in the POW camp 
and marched them 150 miles 


toward the American lines. 


They forced the prisoners 
into a woods and lined them up 
against a fence. Years later, 
Rider would tell family and 
friends that, at that moment, he 
was sure he was about to be 
killed. 

But instead, the Germans 
began waving white flags at 
the approaching army — 


General George Patton’s 3rd 
U.S. Army. 

Rider and his companions 
were free. 

Shortly after returning 
home to northeast Indiana, 
Rider spent a weekend in Fort 
Wayne talking to the dead 
pilot’s parents and comforting 
them with tales of their son’s 
heroism. 

He bought a house in 
Kendallville where he and his 
first wife raised their three 
sons, Steven, Kim and 
Matthew. Rider took a job as a 
truck driver for Newnam 
Foundry, where he stayed for 
32 years. 

In 1987, he married Claribel 
Mae Long, and the couple 
made many friends through 
Bob’s lifetime memberships to 
the Francis E. Vinyard Veterans 
of Foreign Wars Post 2749, 
American Legion Post 86 in 
Kendallville, the Elks Lodge in 
Kendallville, the VFW in 
Churubusco, and the Old Fort 
Chapter of American Ex 
Prisoners of War in Fort 
Wayne. 

It was always hard for Rider 
to talk about what had 
happened to him, even after he 
was awarded the Distinguished 
Prisoner of War Medal. He 
never volunteered the story — 
it had to be coaxed out of him. 

‘Mr. Rider’s faith and 
patriotism was steadfast to the 
end. Even though he was 82 
when he died, he often told 
friends he would not hesitate to 
join the Air Force, accept a 
mission and go to war to 
defend the country that he 
loved so much.

That’s how former 
Kendallville police chief Ben 
Wilondek last week described 
another former Kendallville 
police chief and colleague 
Lloyd Dean Calkins, 83. 

The former Kendallville

He was first 
named chief in 1949 and 
served until 1960.

“I first met Dean at the 
diner on Main Street near 
where the Corunna Bedding 
store is now, and I was 
| working construction at the 
| time,” said former Kendall- 
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ville Mayor John Riemke. 
“He was old school. He was 
more likely to talk someone 
he was arresting into his car 
rather than force him in. I 
always liked Dean.” 

Former longtime Kendall- 
ville police officer Michael 
Newton calls Calkins his 
mentor. 

“Dean hired me,” said 
Newton, who now works for 
Drug-Free Noble County. 

Newton said he will never 
forget walking into the police 
department to talk-to Calkins. 

“He gave me an applica- 
tion and I walked across the 
street to the Palace of Sweets 
and filled it out. I walked 
back to the police depart- 
ment, handed him the 
application and he handed me 
a uniform and a gun and said 
I should be in at midnight to 
ride with Dick Davis.” 

As a new police officer, 
Newton said he watched how 
Calkins conducted himself to 
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learn how a police officer is 
supposed to act. 

“When people came to the 
station Dean would always 
greet them with a smile, 
maybe a joke and it would 
put them at ease.” Calkins 
taught him how to respect 
and be courteous to others as 
a police officer. 

“Whatever sticcess I had in 
my police career I feel I owe 
to Dean, first for giving me a 
chance, and then for giving 
me an example,” said 
Newton, who was named an 
honorary pallbearer for 
Calkins. 

-Wilondek, who retired in 
1975, worked alongside 
Calkins for about 15 years. 

“We went on patrol 
together lots of times on 
second shift,” said Wilondek. 
“Dean was serious about his 
job.” 

Calkins wasn’t so serious 
that he forgot police were 
there to serve the public.

Marriage started in secret and lasted 70 years

GARRETT — _ Thais 
Heinzerling stayed up the night 
before her death, busily 


handwriting histories for her 
family at her large kitchen table. 

This was not 
character. Her candid observa- 
tion of events surrounding her 
lifelong hometown of Garrett 
and the preservation of histor- 
ical landmarks marked her 93 
years. 

She died June 10 in her rural 
Garrett home. 

In a taped interview made 
for the Garrett Public Library in 
2002, Mrs. — Heinzerling 
described her childhood as the 
daughter of the newspaper 
publisher as one of privilege. 
though she didn’t recognize it 
until years later. Garrett, at that 
time, was a labor town for the 
railroad. 

She began working for the 
Garrett Clipper at the age of 10, 
standing on a box to “wait on 
trade” that came into the 
newspaper office. One of her 
duties was running advertising 
proofs to local businesses, 
which she estimated at about 43 
at the time. 

Heinzerling later helped 
write storiés for the paper in the 
1920s and 1930s, much of 
which encompassed the railroad 


out of | 


activity. 
“They were the biggest stiots 
in town,” she said of the 


prominent railroad families, 
When new personnel came to 
town, the ladies put on their 
gloves and hats and got out their 
calling cards, she said, 

Local news in the paper 
covered all matters of social 
interest, down to the nut cups 
and color of napkins, she 
recalled. 

She was among 56 graduates 
from Garrett High School in 
1929, That fall, she and two of 


her cousins from Indianapolis — 


enrolled at Harvard = and 


Radcliffe colleges. The achieves» 


ment she said “didn’t impress 
me much at the time.’ 
According to her daughter, 
Gretel Smith, Thais took several 
classes amounting to nearly two 
yeats of college credit during 
~her freshman year. 

The families took a scenic 
route through Canada and 
Maine to get to the colleges in 
the fall of 1929, Heinzerling 
recalled they “ate all the fish 
they could tolerate” along the 
way, 

But Thais did not tell her 
parents that she secretly had 
eloped with Harry Heinzerling 
in July, prior to starting college. 

Although they grew up two 
blocks from each other,, she 


didn’t see Harry as a future 
husband, she said, But he told 
her he knew she was the one 
when, as a senior, he saw her 
cross the school football field. 

Three years older than Thais, 
Harry attended DePauw 
University for a year, then 
returned to help with the 
family’s hardware business for 
two years, He had enrolled at 
Indiana University in the full of 
1929, 

Thais and Harry began 
dating Feb. 13, 1929, a day she 
remembered b@eause of a huge 
box of Valentine candy he gave 
her, 

One July day, a few months 
later, they took a drive to 
Goshen, 

“He never even proposed,’ 


she said, She and Harry drove to 


three or four houses to find a 
minister. They eventually 


encountered a Baptist minister’ 


on a ladder painting his house. 


He agreed to marry them, while . B& 


his wife served as witness to the 
ceremony. 

“] didn’t know we were 
going to go get married,” she 
said. She was wearing a short 
shirt and Bobbie socks, a recent 
fashion trend in 1929, :

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Every day was good for Bob Sbarge

AUBURN — _ Robert 
Sbarge first came to Auburn in 
1992 to interview for a job as 
executive director of the city’s 
classic-car shrine, the Auburn 
Cord Duesenberg Museum. 

Sbarge’s credentials in- 
cluded running a maritime 
museum in New England. 
Herb Horrom, who was a 
director of the Auburn Cord 
Duesenberg Festival, asked 
why Sbarge saw himself as 
qualified to run a car museum. 

“He looked at me and said 
very plainly, ‘It’s not what’s in 
the museum that you have to 
know — it’s how you run the 
museum,” Horrom said. 

Sbarge got the job and 
Horrom eventually saw what 
he meant. So did everyone 
else. 

“He really brought the 
museum’s professionalism up 
several notches,” Horrom said. 

“When he came, we were a 
wonderful collection of cars 
and by the time he retired, we 


were a top-of-the-line 
educational museum,’ said 
Laura Brinkman, who 


succeeded Sbarge as executive 
director of the ACD Museum. 

Sbarge didn’t have long to 
enjoy his retirement. In May 
2004, just months after 
_ stepping down, -he found 
himself facing a diagnosis of 
pancreatic cancer, a disease 
with a 3 percent survival rate. 

Sbarge battled the disease 
with his relentless discipline 
and optimism. Until a few 
weeks ago, he seemed to be 
beating the odds. Then the 
cancer spread to his liver, he 
took a sudden turn for the 
worse and died July 15, 2005, 
at the age of 68. 

Friends thought if anyone 
could overcome the deadly 
cancer, it would have been 


Sbarge. His healthy lifestyle 
included a vegetarian diet and 
regular exercise. He had run 
42,000 miles in his lifetime, 
carefully logging them all, a 
friend said. 

Shortly after arriving in 
Auburn, Sbarge — began 
teaching tai chi, a Chinese 
martial art involving slow, 
graceful movements and using 
the mind to control the body. 

Three of his devoted 
students, Lori Fox, Jay 
Proescher and Greg.Vick, will 
catry out one of Sbarge’s last 
wishes — continuing his Hall 
of the Changing Dragon tai chi 
school. 

Sbarge’s son, Eric, encour- 
aged his father to begin 
studying the martial arts 25 
years ago. Both became 
masters in their disciplines. 
Eric Sbarge now teaches more 
than 200 students in North 
Carolina. 

Bob Sbarge has influenced 
hundreds of people in the 
Auburn area through tai chi, 
Vick said. The local school has 
conducted six outreach classes 
in the past year, all to enthusi- 
astic response. _ 

“I always learned and 
experienced something new 
just being in his presence,” 
Vick said of his mentor. 

“He could get more 
accomplished in one sentence 
than anybody I’ve ever 
known,” Vick added. He 
especially enjoyed Sbarge’s 
succinct philosophy _ that 
“every day is a good day,’ 
even if it only teaches how to 
handle adversity, 

Sbarge made the most of 
his days, finding time to tackle 
a variety of pursuits with 
enthusiasm. 

In his final weeks, Sbarge 
worked with the Fort Wayne 
Museum of Art arranging an 
exhibit that will open Nov. 12, 
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The Auburn Cord Duesenberg Museum honored Bob 
Sbarge by hanging his portrait in its Hall of Distinguished 
Service, making him the fourth person to be inducted.

As a member of Rotary, he 
used his traveling experience 
to lead a group of young 
professionals from Indiana to 
the Philippines for a month- 


long stay in 2004: 
“He was the most 
outstanding Rotarian that

Sbarge served two terms as

“He was always reading 
about Rotary. He was what I 
call a true Rotarian,’ Budd 
said.

GARRETT — Joel Kistler 
was 13 and headed for a foster 
home when his mother’s 
brother, Jerry Oberlin, and his 
new wife, Rose, took him into 
their home. | 

In the following years, Joel 
became another son _ and 
brother to. the blended Oberlin 
family. His two sisters also 
later came to live with the 
Oberlins. 

“We treated him the same 
as our own kids ... he knew he 
was loved,” Jerry Oberlin said 
earlier this week, during a 
break in working on repairs to 
the family’s fire-damaged 
home on North Taylor Road. 

Joel, 21, died as the result of 
smoke inhalation from the July 
14 house fire. He was asleep 
after working third shift at the 
Auburn Wal-Mart store and 
temporarily forgotten when 
nine other family members fled 
the burning home. 

“You never know how many 
lives one life touches,’ said 
Kathy Davidson, a Wal-Mart 
supervisor. She said it was 
“standing-room only” at the 
Feller Funeral Home in 
Waterloo, where Joel was 
remembered by family and 
friends as someone who loved 
his family and reached out to 
all he met. 

“We are still in mourning” 
_ Davidson said of Wal-Mart 
managers and associates. 
Managers are wearing white 
ribbons in memory of Joel, 
who had worked as a stockman 
for about nine months.

clothing and furniture, and are 
continuing to support the 
family.

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Collector gathered 
priceless artifacts

NEWVILLE Picture 
Farrell Hanna as a_ small, 
barefoot boy, walking along 
newly-turned furrows of 
DeKalb County soil. His 
grandfather is handling the 
team of horses. Farrell is 
eyeing the moist earth, looking 
intently for an arrowhead or 
spear point. 

The boy leaps and grasps 
another find, and his grandfa- 
ther smiles approvingly. It is 
another Indian artifact to add to 
the growing collection that by 
the 21st century will number in 
the thousands. 

Shirley Scott of Waterloo 
said she knew Mr. Hanna his 
entire life. “He collected from 
the time he was little and 
forever,’ she said. Farrell 
adored his grandfather, who 
also collected arrowheads, and 
“that is why he did it. He 
wanted to be like his grandpa,” 
she explained. 

Mr. Hanna died July 30 at 
the age of 95. Never married, 
he is survived by a brother, a 
sister and many nieces and 
nephews. 

He is survived, too, by an 
important historical legacy: His 
collection of more than 1,500 
American Indian artifacts — 
some dating to 10,000 B.C. — 
has been donated by Mr. Hanna 
to the DeKalb County Histor- 
ical Society’s museum in 
Butler. 

DeKalb County’s official 
historian, John Martin Smith, 
said he applauds Mr. Hanna’s 


generosity and the fact that 
Mr. Hanna wanted the 
artifacts to remain in DeKalb 
‘County, where he collected 
them over a period of nine 
decades along the St. Joseph 
River and on the family farm 
east of Newville. 

“If they had gone to the state 
or some national museum, they 
would have been.*locked in 
drawers and never seen by the 
public,’ Smith said. “They 
came from DeKalb County, 
and they mean something here. 
Here, they can be seen and 
appreciated.” 

In a_ story for this 
newspaper earlier’ this year, 
Mr, Hanna’s brother, Wayne, 
of Hamilton, recalled how Mr. 
Hanna “was always walking 
the river. He just snuck off and 
did,” finding many of the 
artifacts in the area known as 
Horseshoe Bend, between 
Newville and Orange. 

Mr. Hanna farmed with 
horses until 1960, and had 
trained the horses to plow 
without his guidance so that he 
could concentrate on watching 
the dirt being turned. 

“Everyone wore bib overalls 
in those days, and he’d be 
dragging arrow heads out of 


‘those overalls at night” after 


returning from the field, Wayne 
Hanna recounted. 

Mr. Hanna was once 
approached by a man from 
Chicago to sell his collection, 
but laughed it off, his brother 
Said. 

Scott said Mr. Farrell lived 
the last five years or so in a

ANGOLA — Max Zabst 
lived his long life all over the 
globe, but when he passed 
away, he returned to where it 
all started. 

Mr. Zabst was born in 


Fulton on May 24, 1922. He:

years of traveling and living in 
different places, he was laid to 
rest back in 
Fulton with 
four genera- 
tions of his 


family.

‘Zabst saw action as a naval 
airship pilot. He flew: anti- 
submarine patrols along the 
East Coast of the United 
States.

“He was a real nice guy,” 
said Kent Alwood, a friend of 
Mr. Zabst’s who was a fellow 
member of the Orland 
American Legion post. “He 
talked a lot about his time in 
the Navy to us. He was real 
proud of that.

After his active service 
with the Navy was over, Mr.

Later, he 
moved to the company’s 
Angola location — known as 
Dana Weatherhead — and 
worked there as a mainte- 
nance foreman for almost 30 
years until his retirement on 
Labor Day in 1982.

than 30 years, but he never 

_ Stopped teaching. In fact, he 

_ was teaching by example long 
before he smiled on a room 
full of students. 

'__ Mr. Metz, who died Sept. 
17, was more than anything a 
father and a father of faithful- 
ness, said Mark Metz, one of 
his four sons. 


“He went to work every day 


and he always supported us,” 
Mark Metz said. It was, he 
said, one of the ways of 
showing his love, “which 
otherwise wasn’t always 
verbally spoken as much as 
lived out for us. He spent his 
time, his money and his energy 
on us.” 

Mr. Metz was an avid 
outdoorsman, and Mark Metz 
recalled: “When school was 
out at 3:30, he was in his 
Dodge station wagon on the 
way with us to pursue some 
outdoor sport. 

“Fall was our season, 
starting with squirrels, then 
ducks and geese, then deer, 
then rabbits, quail and 
pheasants,” Mark Metz said. 

_ When it was time to put away 
the guns, it was time to get out 
the ice fishing gear. In the 
spring, it was sucker fishing, 
mushroom hunting, and then 
summer gardening. 

In addition to his garden, 

- Mark Metz said, his father 
helped plant a future for 
thousands of students at 

_ Kendallville and then East 
Noble high schools. (This 
writer learned to type from Mr. 
_ Metz, at the time never 

_ dreaming that he would 

_ become a journalist. Mr. Metz 
promised “typing will become 
second nature, as easy as

breathing,” and it did.) 

However, Mark Metz said, 
his father “planted a future for 
us, first, with firm loving 
discipline.

Mr. Metz’s own sense of 
responsibility showed when he 
allowed himself to be drafted - 
in 1943, even though he was 
qualified for a deferment as a 
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foreman in a defense plant. 

_ “He took care of us as he 
island-hopped across the 
Pacific against the Japanese,” 
Mark Metz said. “He helped 
pay for the free, prosperous 
nation we now enjoy, even 
before we were born.” 

Mark Metz said his dad was 
also a man of faith, though it 
was exhibited more by the way 
he lived than by words. 

“He was raised in his early 


years in the Church of Christ, a 
group which sought to 
rediscover the life and practice 
of the earliest church before it 
was tainted by humanity,” 
Mark Metz explained. 
“Actually, I think he lived that 


_ aspiration out better than he 


knew. The earliest followers of 
Jesus were not as interested in 
orthodoxy as in orthopraxy, 
which is to say that they 
weren't as concerned about 
pureness of beliefs as they 
were about faithful living.” 

Former East Noble teacher 
Fred Inniger remembered Mr. 
Metz as “someone who could 
turn a negative into aipositive 
by saying something funny. He 
made it enjoyable to go to 
school,” for both students and 
teachers, Inniger said. 

“He was the person who, 
when you walked into the 
lunch room, you wanted to sit 
beside,” Inniger continued. 
“You knew it was going to be a 
fun time.’ 

Mr. Metz was well-suited to 
mentor new teachers, Inniger 
said. “He was always ready to 
share his experiences with 
young teachers, and he knew 
when to pat you on the back or 
when to tease. He wanted to 
make school — and the 
teaching profession — better’’ 

Inniger recalled that when 
Mr. Metz retired, he ieee! 
commented: “The most | 
important thing is that I 
worked with the greatest 
people and kids. I would not 
have wanted to be in a different 
place.” 

“He was a good man,” 

Mark Metz summed up about 
his father. “I pray that we (he 
and brothers Ronald, Michael 
and Matthew) will be worthy

Many of the memories people 
shared about him Wednesday 


involved animals, both pets and 


prey. He was nicknamed 
“Topwater Terry” in connection 
with his passion for muskie 
fishing. 

“Dad loved the outdoors, 
hunting and fishing,” Anderson 
said, “He was a muskie guy, and 
he would ice fish constantly in 
the winter. 

“He was proud of his boat, 
and his truck was his pride and 
joy. He loved his children and 


his grandchildren, He was a_ 


hard worker.” 

Asked if she used to go 
fishing with her dad, Anderson 
was quick to smile. “Not very 
much because he would scream 
and yell,” she answered, “but if 
anybody ever needed anything, 
he would make sure you had it. 
If you needed money for lunch 
or if you needed advice ... he 
would give it.” 

Terry Anderson and_ his 
friends called themselves. The 
Brothers of the Woods, and 
Anderson also went by. the 
nickname “The Norwegian 
Monkey Man from Mongo,” 
said his best friend, Bill Gage. 

“Terry’s most famous in 
Mongo for his iron skillet. It’s 
never been washed! He made 
the best deer meat in the whole 
state, maybe the whole country 
in that,” Gage said. “We lived 
on hazelnuts or filberts and deer 
meat all winter.” 

Gage also shared a memory 
of Terry Anderson that involved 
his old pet pig, Oink Johnson, 
which he said grew into the 
biggest pig he’d ever seen. 

“He'd try to ride Oink 
Johnson,” Gage said, laughing. 
“When the pig got hungry, it 
would get noisy, and Terry 
would say, ‘Shut up, Oink 


Johnson! I’) feed you when I’m 
ready.’ That pig was as big as a 
cow. Its pork chops looked like 
T-bone steaks,” 

Terry Anderson also was a 
famous turkey hunter, Gage said. 

“He would get his turkey in 
10 minutes. Everybody in town 
was jealous of that. I would 
hunt all day without getting 
one," he said. 

Terry Anderson’s barn was 
bigger than his house and 
included a large storage area, a 
tool shed and workroom and his

Terry Anderson worked as a 
tree trimmer for Asplundh, His 
co-worker and Amanda 
Anderson’s boyfriend, Quae 
Proctor, carries many fond 
memories of him, including 
watching Terry Anderson ride 
around his yard on a 
lawnmower, poking at pesky 
moles with a pitchfork. 

Another time, the two men 
worked together to cut off the 


top 8 feet of a tree that was full 
of honey bees. 

“The boss wanted the bees 
dropped in the driveway to get it 
down quick, but Terry wouldn’t 
do it. He screened up the holes 
so the bees couldn’t get out, and 
he insisted on having those 
honey bees relocated to some 
other area,” Proctor said. 
“There was 50-60 pounds of 
honey in the log. There was so 
much, it was seeping out the 
pores of the wood.” 

“He drove those bees from 
Syracuse all the way to 
Mongo,” Amanda Anderson 
said, adding that Terry 
Anderson gave the log to a

Darleen Anderson’s 
proclivity for shopping was one 
of her defining characteristics, 
according to friends and family.

That was 
Dad’s and my special thing. 
We'd go have that time 
together, and still be home by 
10 or 11 o'clock.” 

Janet’s father, Gerald Wall, 
died Oct. 26 after battling 
lymphoma for several months. 
He was 80. 

Gerald was bom in Metz, 
and that’s whete he grew up, 
went to school, graduated 
from high school and met his 
wife of 62 years, Harriet. Janet 
remembers her father saying 
Harriet “was the best-looking 
gitl in the class.” 

Janet said she would like 
people to remember her father 
as a man of family and faith. 

“He was about God and 
family,” she said. “Family 
always came first, but God 
was right in there, too.” 

Gerald was married to 
Harriet Farver on July 3, 1943.

But Linda Everett knows for sure she

“We were so happy,” she said, her big 
eyes welling with tears as she spoke of 
her husband, Ed, who died Noy. 21 after 
a seven-month battle with cancer, “We 
had a beautiful life. Telling his story is 
so important — I want it to be as 
beautiful as he was.” 

The Everetts made their home on a 
farm that was owned 
by Ed’s grandfather. 
The house and its 
many acres of 
sprawling land lay 
nestled off the beaten 
path just outside of 
Angola, and Linda 
said Ed was . never 
happier than when he 
was fiding his tractor 
over those many acres, 

“If he were here right now, he’d have 
taken you on a hayride around the 
property,” she said with a smile. 

That tractor that Ed loved so much 
was purchased with a little bit of money 
he inherited after his father died. 

“He wanted to know if I cared if he 
took some of that money and bought a 
tractor, because it was something he 
really wanted,” Linda said with a teary 
smile. “I told him to do it. He bought a 
rototiller, a blade and a rake for it, and he 
just loved to work with that tractor” 

Ed also loved music. 

“He had a fiddle and a banjo, even 
though he couldn't play them,’ Linda 
said, “He had gotten a set of bagpipes, 
and he'd had two lessons,”

“I was doing my laundry once, and 
he was with me and disappeared,” Linda 
recalled, “I tumed around, and he had 
wine, candles and two glasses set up on 
one of those folding tables. He was just 
sweet, so sweet. It was one thing after 
another with him.” 

A friend of Ed and Linda’s, Deb 
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Rodriguez, said she remembered Ed as a 
man of great humor. 

“Remembering one funny time with 
(Linda and Ed) is difficult because there 
are so many,” she said. “Ed was always 
‘playing practical jokes. Laughter is a 
main ingredient in a true and wonderful 
friendship,” 

After they were married, Linda and 
Ed loved to go on cruises. One of Ed’s 
favorite spots was the island of St, Lucia, 

“We were really blessed to be able to 

* go on four or five cruises,” Linda said. 

Ed was a 30-year employee and vice 
president of sales at Tyden-Brammall] 
Inc. in Angola. In January 2000, Ed and 
two co-workers purchased the assets of 
SOS division from Tyden-Brammall.

Linda made herself a partner in her 
husband’s care in his last days, spending 
as much time as she could with him at 
Lakeland Nursing Center in Angola, 

“They were wonderful,” she said 
gratefully, 

Ed entered Lakeland on a Saturday 
and died the following Monday. When 
he slipped away, Linda was at his side. 
She said she has been devastated by her 
loss, but she loved Ed so much that she 
is glad his pain, which became unbear- 
able toward the end, is over, 

“I didn’t want him to go, but it was 
OK because I didn’t want him to suffer,” ° 
she said. ; 

Linda said one of the things she loved 
most about Ed was that he didn’t put on 
airs — what you saw was what you got. 

“My husband was a good ol’ boy,” 
she said, quiet tears spilling over again. 
“He loved his tractor, he loved his Bud 
Light (so much so that the couple’s 
Schnauzer is named Bud), he loved to 
socialize and he loved me.”

She devoted much of her 
adult life to serving the Ashley 
community, despite the loss of 
two husbands, and, in later 
years, her own serious health 
problems, he noted. 

Mrs. Miller died Nov. 26, 
2005. She was 70. 

Mrs. Miller served on the 
Ashley Town Board from 1970 
to 1982 and was the board’s 
president for “eight of those 
years. She also served on 
Ashley’s plan commission and 
board of zoning appeals. At 
the time of her death, she was 


a member of Ashley’s 
economic development 
committee, serving as its 


secretary. ; 

“Community involvement 
was a top issue for her,” her 
son said. 

Mrs. Miller’s first husband, 
Russell McEntarfer, died in 
1965. 

“We lost my father when I 
was 11 and my brother was 8,” 
Randy McEntarfer recalled. 
“Mom remarried later, and my 
stepdad ended up having 
cancer. Yet she still kept 
involved with the community. 
She wanted to make sure that 
things were done for the best 
of all citizens. Social status 
didn’t matter. Everyone was 
treated equal.” 

Mrs. Miller's second 
husband, George McKean, 
died in 1974. She married 
Frank “Pete” Miller in 1980 
and he survives in Ashley. 

During her tenure on the 
town council, Mrs, Miller 
worked on the project to install 
Ashley’s “smiley” water 
tower. She also helped to bring 
many of the town’s major 
industries to Ashley, 
McEntarfer said. 

In later years, Mrs. Miller 
battled emphysema and heart 
problems, but did not let that 
get in the way of staying in 
touch with community issues 
after her departure from the 
council. She was a regular, and 
oftentimes lone, audience 
member at town council 
meetings until her struggle 
with emphysema became too 
great, McEntarfer said. 
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His mother’s devotion to 
public service - inspired 
McEntarfer to follow in her 
footsteps. He is serving his 
fourth term on the Ashley 
Town Council and serves as its 
president. His wife, Karen 
McEntarfer, is serving her 
sixth term as Ashley’s clerk- 
treasurer. 

“T think her fortitude and 
seeing what she did and 
knowing what she 
accomplished got me wanting 
to get involved. ... and Karen, 


too,’ Randy McEntarfer said. - 


Don Farrington served on 
the Ashley Town Council for 
five years during the time that 
Mrs. Miller was president. 
Farrington is Ashley’s town 
superintendent. 

“She was an extremely 
dedicated individual for the 
town and really cared what 
happens and what goes on 
with the town and was always 
concerned about moving 
positively in the right 
direction,’ Farrington said. 
“She was willing to go the 
extra mile and was never 
selfish with her time.” 

Farrington also served on 
the Ashley Fire Department 
and remembers Mrs. Miller's 
strong support of the depart- 
ment and other town agencies. 
He noted Mrs. Miller was on 
the council when Ashley 
created its first full-time: law 
enforcement. position. John 
Rowe served as Ashley’s first 
full-time marshal and now is a 
detective for the Steuben 
County Sheriff’s Department. 

Farrington and Mrs. Miller 
were among a group of Ashley 
residents who were invited to 
Participate in the centennial 
celebrations of Ashley, Mich. 
Farrington and his wife also 
enjoyed other recreational 
trips with Mrs. Miller. 

“She was really pleasant to 
be with and around, 
Farrington said, 

Doug Hoffman remembers 
how Mrs. Miller supported 
him and his department when 
he was Ashley Town Marshal. 

“She'd back you 100 
percent,” Hoffman said. “She 
was all for the town. 
Everything that she could do 
for the town, she did.”

Jon was born in Hindman, 
Ky., to Shelby and Barbara 
Miller of Kendallville and is 
the fourth of five children. By 
the time he was 2, our family 
had moved to Kendallville, 
where Jon and I grew up.
